Trade and travel follow the lines of 
cheapest transportation; and lf 
Pennsylvania wants to drive trade 
away Horn tile state, higher gaso­ 
line taxes will do the trick.

parently a good many Pen n syl­ 
vanians don’t fancy that particular 
trick, for they are swamping til© 
legislators with objections to higher 
gas taxes and demands for lower 
ones.
